Remembrance 
in Crewkerne 

CREWKERNE residents who wish to join with the Royal 
British Legion in an Act of Remembrance, will have three 
opportunities to do so. 

At 9.45am on Sunday, November 10th, members of the 
Army Cadet Force, the Crewkerne branch of the RBL and 
civic representatives will march along Memorial Avenue, 
past the memorial posts and trees to the WWI Memorial 
statue for a wreath laying and two minute silence at 10am. 

At 10.45 a larger gathering will meet outside St 
Bartholomew’s Church for the laying of wreaths at the 
memorial there, before a church service. 

On Monday, November 11th, Armistice Day will be 
marked with a short service in Falkland Square where a 
wreath will be laid under the Roll of Honour and the traf¬ 
fic in Market Street will be requested to stop for the two 
minutes silence at the 11th hour. 

Some residents of the Severalls area have expressed 
concern that wall around the WWI Memorial statue, dam¬ 
aged nine months ago, has not been repaired in time for 
Remembrance Day. 

Deputy town clerk Annette Roffey explained that this 
was due to larger plans afoot for the unique memorial. 
She said the wall was built some time after the statue was 
erected and is not in keeping with it. 

“No one seems to know when or why it was put there 
and if anyone can tell us it would be useful to know but 
it will be knocked down anyway so it would be pointless 
to waste money repairing it. 

“There is a working party of councillors, members of 
the British Legion and residents who are planning to turn 
the whole of that area into a miniature park in time for 
the centenary next year. There will be a nice fence with 
planting and benches. Money has already been spent this 
year giving the statue a facelift and the committee are 
working with the district council officer to obtain a grant 
for the garden. 

“It is unfortunate that the wall is down at this important 
time of year but I understand the Legion plan to drape a 
flag over it for Sunday”.

Battered but unbowed 


CHARD folk singer and fundraiser Martin Hudson com¬ 
pleted his 320 mile London to Lands End solo cycle chal¬ 
lenge in aid of the Meningitis Trust, despite all that 
mother nature threw at him. 

He said: ”1 have cycled through some bad weather in 
my cycling life, but the weather during this ride was the 
worst I have ever come across.” 

He has been fundraising for the trust since 2008 and to 
date had raised £5,400 for them. Having turned 60 in Oc¬ 
tober 2012, he decided to embark on his biggest challenge 
yet. 

The start of the ride from London’sParliament Square 
was excellent; the weather sunny, still and dry. Martin’s 
daughter - acting as super domestique - set a quick, easy 
pace to Hampton Court bridge from where he continued 
on to Bagshot alone. 

Once Basingstoke was reached, and after a food and 
drink stop provided by Martin’s wife, Melanie, who was 
driving as support, the heavens opened and the wind 
picked up. 

“From Basingstoke to Salisbury it was just like being 
in a washing machine, just grim all the way,” Martin said. 

Although the Monday dawned dry, the wind was still 
blowing hard and the stage from Salisbury to Chard was 
likened to a tumble drier. Martin’s friends Rob and Cris 
Rainbow met him at Sherborne; Rob cycling with him to 
Chard. 

On the Tuesday morning, the weather was kinder to 
begin with, but by the time Exeter was left behind the 
worst hit. It was now washing machine weather on storm 
force setting, all the way to Widdon Down. 

Here Martin had to make a tough choice, continue and 
risk life and limb and fail to make it to the end, or take 
the hard but sensible decision to call friends Brian and 
Elbe Luxton to come to his rescue. 

Once rescued and travelling west in the four wheel 
drive vehicle along the main A30, it was plain that the 
right decision had been made, the vehicle was being buf¬ 
feted around by the storm force winds and lashing rain; a 
cyclist would have stood no chance. 

More misfortune followed as, west of Bodmin, one ten¬ 
don of Martin’s right leg started to give niggling pain, this 
increased the further west he cycled but despite this he 
reached Redruth and his B&B. 

With the weather alternating between wet and dry and 
grizzly Martin ploughed on towards Penzance. At 
Marazion the weather deteriorated; St Michael’s Mount 
was but a darker lump in a leaden outlook, Penzance town 
was lost in the gloom. 

With the town left behind, the last miles became never 
ending. The pain from the right leg was by this time be¬ 
coming harder to bear with every pedal revolution. 

With a few miles to go friends John and Elaine Guest 
from Isle Abbotts and Heather Lowe from Chard came 
by in John’s car, the ladies waving madly to encourage 
Martin to keep battling on to the end. 


It was with great relief and some emotion that Martin 
finally arrived at Lands End to be greeted by John, Elaine 
and Heather. 

After several photos were taken, Elaine opened Martin’s 
60th birthday champagne and the four friends celebrated 
the safe conclusion of a very hard cycle challenge. 

Martin concluded: “I can’t believe I have actually made 
it, it is going to take a long time before it sinks in that I 
have done it”. 

The grizzly weather lifted by the time Penzance was 
reached by car - the bay, St Michael’s Mount and the 
town now bathed in bright sunshine. 

The train journey back to Taunton was a longed for 
bonus for a very tired cyclist; Martin having wanted to 
travel on this iconic line for many years. 

Martin would like to thank all his family, friends, sup¬ 
porters and sponsors. He said: “I could not have done it 
without their help and support. 

“Once all the sponsorship money has been collected in, 
the total could be well in excess of £1,800, which is a 
staggering amount. The trust will be well pleased to re¬ 
ceive this”. 

Martin started his campaign of fundraising and aware¬ 
ness after a family member suffered the disease. 

He explained: “Meningitis is a very stealthy, nasty dis¬ 
ease. It is notorious for being misdiagnosed, often being 
mistaken as ‘just flu’. 

“It is readily treatable with antibiotics, but it has to be 
diagnosed quickly and correctly. If had a fiver for every 
story of misdiagnosis that I have been told of since 2008 
I would be a wealthy man.”

Village shop partition complete 


ONLY 16 months after accepting the 
challenge to raise the funds to complete 
the wall separating the shop and cafe 
with glass partition windows Jo Mills, a 
volunteer at Seavington Community 
Shop & Cafe, has handed over the final 
cheque.

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Triple win for the Punkie queen Tia 


ALTHOUGH not a Halloween tradi¬ 
tion, Punkie Night in Hinton St 
George did fall on October 31st this 
year. 

Punkie night was said to have 
come from when the menfolk had 
been to market and stayed too long 
and the women carved out punkie 
lamps to light their way across the 
field to search for the men. 

The tradition for the village chil¬ 
dren was revived by Veronica Voss 
eight years ago but the tradition in 
the village goes back several gener¬ 
ations.

After the walk around the village 
carrying their lit punkie lamps and 
chanting, the children and their fam¬ 
ilies met back at the village hall for 
the crucial judging of their carved ef¬ 
forts. 

No pumpkins were allowed in the 
competition - a punkie must be made 
from a mangle wurzle (a root veg¬ 
etable used for animal fodder). 

The carving of the punkie must not 
go right through, the real trick is to 
leave a thin membrane which shows 


the light of the candle within. 

The best punkie by a Hinton child 
plus best overall went to the winner 
over 10s winner, Tia Clarke . Organ¬ 
iser Mrs Voss said it was the first 
time in the history of punkie that 
both cups had been won by the same 
child. Her punkie had a cat on one 
side and a haunted house on the 
other. 

Judges Wendy and Henry Brown 
who live near the hall had been 
drafted in for the first time and said 
it had been a tough choice.

NATIONAL Theatre Live's 2010 broadcast of Alan 
Bennett's acclaimed play The Habit of Art, with 
Richard Griffiths and Alex Jennings, returns to screens 
as part of the National Theatre's 50th anniversary cel¬ 
ebrations.

Tosca tells the story of the love between the famous 
opera singer FloriaTosca and the painter and political 
activist Mario Cavaradossi. Cavaradossi sends the po¬ 
litical escapee and former Roman Consul-General, Ce- 
sare Angelotti, to hide down the well in his garden. 

The evil Baron Scarpia is determined to have Tosca 
for himself, and invites her to supper in order to dis¬ 
cover the whereabouts of Angelotti. He orders the 
torture of Cavaradossi in her earshot. 

Unable to bear his screams of pain, Tosca willingly 
gives up the information n but not before she has per¬ 
suaded Scarpia to allow her and her lover to escape 
from Rome. 

He insists that to satisfy the authorities, Cavaradossi 
must undergo a mock execution, and arranges this 
with one of his henchmen, Spoletta. He then provides 
Tosca with a note of safe-conduct for her and her 
lover. 

As Scarpia attempts to ravish Tosca, she stabs him. 
Before his body is discovered, she rushes to the prison 
in the Castel Sant'Angelo to tell Cavaradossi that he 
has to face the firing squad, that the muskets 
will contain blanks, and he will have to act 
his death. 

But Scarpia has tricked Tosca - the bullets 
are real! As Cavaradossi lies dead and 
Scarpia's henchmen approach, Tosca is left 
with no alternative and takes her own life. 

Puccini's timeless verismo score is well 
served by two exceptional casts. Patricia 
Racette and Sondra Radvanovsky share the 
title role of the jealous diva, opposite two 
leading tenors Roberto Alagna and Marcello 
Giordani. George Gagnidze is the villainous 
Scarpia. 

Puccini's Tosca will be screened at Seaton 
Gateway on Saturday, November 9th, doors 
open 5pm for 6pm performance.Tickets cost 
Tickets £15 in advance £17.50 on the door.

for a basic rate taxpayer (£3.66 a month) and an £87.76 
(£7.31 a month) saving for a higher rate tax payer. 

Similarly, on the new Mazda6Tourer, which costs from

Saloon and Tourer models powered by the SKYACTIV- 
D 2.2-litre 150ps engine are also available in SE Nav, SE- 
L, SE-L Nav, Sport* and Sport Nav* trim. Therefore, 
depending on company car choice, benefit-in-kind tax 
savings in 2013/14 could be up to £51.68 (£4.31 a 
month)/£48.48 (£4.04 a month) on the Sport Saloon/SE- 
L Tourer for a basic rate taxpayer and £103.36 (£8.61 a 
month)/£96.96 (£8.08 a month) for a higher rate tax¬ 
payer. 

Employers will also make savings in Class 1A National 
Insurance contributions, which are paid on benefits-in- 
kind. 

Additionally, while the emissions cut does not impact 
on first year Vehicle Excise Duty rates the reduction on 
Tourer (116g/km to 110g/km) delivers a £10 a year sav¬ 
ing on future rates as the model drops from Band C to 
Band B.
